Vcry^Respectfully 


Ransom D. G. Co 


Number of Persons Employed at 


Present In the City 


SHOWS NOTHING LIKE A SLUMP 


All Factories Arc at Work With Fill Forces. 


Some Surprisiaj Statistics Provide 


the Proof 


When the American Sheet Steel 
company dismantled its plant out 
along the_ Wheeling & Lake Erie and 
left nothing but a few holes >n the 
ground to mark the site of what 
should have besn and would have 
been a growing industry for Cushoc- 
ton.tbe man who said the town would 
to back made his appearance, lie has 
been growing since that time and the 
assertion is often heard, but ligures 
do not bear it out, and tigures do not 
lie. More wage workers are einplov- 
ed in the city today than at an* oth- 
er time in its history. 


A careful count of the men and wo- 
men at work iu the factories and shops 
of Coshocton show the truth of the 
oft repeated statement that we have 
no drones in Coshocton. 
Everybody 


works. It is true there are a few 
men who tind time to stand about the 
streets from the rising of the sun to 
to the going down of the same, but 
they are a minority so small that thev 
can scarcely be counted in the popula- 
tion of the city. 
The indolent and 


worthless aro also here, but it num- 
bers so insignicant as to be almost 
forgotten. 


The braio and sinew of the commun- 


ity work, and they work every day 
except that one allotted for" rest. 
They receive good waj.es. and what is 
more for the town they do not squan- 
der their mocey. 
New houses are 


springing up in all parts of the city, 
owned by men who work everv diy 
and are possessed of that thrift which 
makes the-comenmity at once sub- 
stantial and prosperous. 


The factories 
i.f Uoshncton are 


working reguia-ly. and their products 
are being shipped -o all parts of the 
country. Orru-rs ate abundant, and 
business is s-o.n^ on vim a regularity 
that means much foreverybsxiv in the 
community. 
Forces are full "and a

people are employed. 
They live he re. thc-ir homes are here, 
and the greater part of the money 
they rnnke goes to increase the ini- 
jortance of Coshocton business houses 
and make firmer Coshocton's tiaancial 
nsi.itutiou.s- 
There are employed by the Meek & 


Beach company at; the Tuscarora and 
Standard plums .>vj persons includ- 
ing travelers whose homes are in this 
city, while the Xoveit.y Advertising 


p company averages !02 employes. The 
| Coshocton Straw Paper company gives 
' employment- to 50 persons, acd Keagy 
& Lear have the same number on 
their pay roll- The Havana Cioar 
company keeps 100 at work, and Jo- 
seph Martter has 43 in his cisrar facto- 
ry in the Frank Hay block. The nous- 
ton Hay Axlecompany have S3men ern- 
played. including'the ollice force. 10 
work at King's foundry and the'Co- 
shocton Iron works never have less 
than 30 men in its plant. The Co- 
shocton Vehicle C3mpany numbers all 
Hseaipioyes at 30. and the -Stewart 
Carriage works have 10 men on the 
payroll every month. At the Coshoc- 
ton Manufacturing company's plant 
are 50 including the otli-.e force, and 
the 
new 
Preraium Manufacturing 


company is turning out a large num- 
ber of specialties with its 15 employ- 
es. The Merchants' Electric Light 
Co. have five av.n in its employ, and 
the regular force of the gas company 
is nine. Job printing offices (ind em- 
piojmeni for IT, nt,ci tae newpapers 
have 20 in the 1M of breadwinners, 
aot counting regularly employed car- 
riers. 
The retail business houses of 
Cosbocton are another item in the 
city, and the men and women they 
employ, when added to the barber.-, 
bakers, plumbers, tailors and other j 
trades employing a small 
number \ 


make a large 
showing. 
Carefu! \ 


counting puts tbe number at 451. 
In this are counted the owners of 
stores wbo have everv ri«bt to be 
classed as breadwinners since all of 
them are employed regular!y. 


The railroads add to the number 


although Coshocton cannot be classed 
among railroad towns. The PanlTaL- 
dle never has less than 20 neoale in 
its employ in tbe city and tbe Wheel- 
ing usually has six. 


This gives a tola! of 1655. 
but 


the report is not complete. The build- 
ing trades are not counted, and a 
large number of men is employed in 
the various branches at good wages. 
Day laborers who have no particular 
place of employment but, are always 
working are not included. Telephone 
and telegraph employes and a number 
of other branches have not been tak- 
en because the same number is not al- 
ways given steady employment and it- 
won id be necessary to estiajat-e. 


Miners, however, form a factor in 
Coshocton "s 
prosperity. 
Many of 


them Hye in the city and a careful es- 
timate by the different companies 
places the number at 450. Many oth- 
ers spend =their money here, "while 
ConesviiJe and Coal port people do 
much of their marketing in Coshoc- 
ton. 


Thus it can be seen that Coshocton 
is not ? n the nacfe track. 
Instead it 


is moving rapidly toward the position 
it should, because of its natural ad- 
vantage? 
and encerpr'sing people, 
take among the cities of Ohio." The 
history of the year to this time has 
been a story of progress, and there is 
every reason to believe it will con- 
tinue without interruption.

here increasing their forces tbe city 
cannot gr back to the days when it 
w_as a simple county seat with no par- 
ticular claim upon the country for 
recognition.

The 
eighth person has not as yet devel- 
optrd yellow fever. 


The man who was bitten by an in- 


fei-ievi mosquis.0 after inoculation with 
the serum of Dr. Caldas, the Brazilian 
expert, has developed what seem to 
be symptoms of yellow fever. 
The 


fever board calls the case a suspect. 


Surgeon Major Reed intends to con- 


tinue the investigations. 
Major Gor- 


gas. chief sanitary o-ficer. says the 
idea of the yellow fever board was to 
subject tc mosquito infection as many 
as would volunteer. Sixteen persons 
had been bn^en and all had recover- 
ed, and the theory of the beard was 
that if some faunured or more persons 
cou'd have been bitten wiui similar 
results a report could have been pub- 
lished showing apparenuy how s&fe 
and easy it was to become immune. 
After this had oeen published the en- 
tire population might have been im- 
munized. 3o many cases gave mil-i 
results the impression was created 
that the danger was not so great as 
it has turned out to be. 


Root and Wood. 


Washington. Aug. 27.—While Secre- 


tary Root was on his vacation he sev- 
eral times saw General Leonard Wood, 
military governor of Cuba, and with 
him discussed Cuban affairs. It is ex- 
pected that further consideration will 
be given to the situation ia Cuba 
when General Wood comes to Wash- 
ington. Mail advices have been re- 
ceived from Cuba saying that the con- 
stitutional convention has considered 
the election law and that it has been 
referred to a committee on style and 
phraseology. It is expected that ti>e 
law will be finally adopted before 
long. As soon as General Wood re- 
turns to Havana it is expected that he 
will make arrangements for calling an 
an election, and the delegates to the- 
constitutional convention expect the 
government to be organized not later 
than Feb. 4, 1902.

St. Louis. Aug. 27.—Former Gover- 


nor William J. Stone, vice chairman 
of the Democratic national committee, 
who has been seriously ill. was at his 
office for the first time in five weeks. 
In an interview Mr. Stone declared 
tiimselx a candidate for the United 
States senate to succeed Senator Vest, 
and said he still believes silver should 
be coined into standard money.

Negroes Run Out of Stroud. 


Strond, O. T.. Aug. 27.—The desire 


to run all negroes from territory 
towns started at Sapulpo has spread 
to Stroud, and a mob has driven all 
the negroes from town. In addition 
they tore down the houses of two 
negroes and bnrned the buildings and 
contents. The trouble started when 
a negro attempted to stab a white man. 
The marshal has not interfered so far.
